Specification

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 and 23-26 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 
1 is allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record, considered 
individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest the claimed signal 
conversion comprising "an aggregator that aggregates the output samples and 
provides an aggregated output stream signal at a desired output sample rate, 
which is different from an input sample rate" structurally and functionally 
interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited in claims 2-14. 

Claim 1 5 is allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record, 
considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest the 
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claimed conversion comprising "an aggregator that aggregates the output 
samples and provides an aggregated output stream of digital data" structurally 
and functionally interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited in the 
claim and dependent claims 16-21. 

Claim 23 is allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record, 
considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest the 
claimed signal conversion comprising "mean for an aggregating output samples 
provided by the means for storing and for providing an aggregated output data 
stream at a desired output sample rate" structurally and functionally 
interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited in claims 24-26.
